Jean Ritchie 
and Tom Scott, both Univer- 
sity madnates. at the annual 
Founders Daj program at S:15 
p.m. Thursday. Feb. 24. 

Miss Ritchie, the last child in a 
fai.ily of 14. was graduated from 
the University in 1946 with a de- 
gree in social work. 

She served as supervisor of ele- 
mentary education in Perry Coun- 
ty for a year before leaving her 
home to accept a job in New York. ' 

Miss Ritchie continued her work 
In social service, obtaining a posi- 
tion with the Henry Street Settle- 
ment House, operated for the chil- 
dren of the less fortunate in New 
York's Fast Side. 

Her start in folk music grew out 
of a meeting with Alan Lomax. 
folk music authority, who heard 
of her abilities as a folk singer and 
asked her to sing on his radio pro- 
gram. 

Miss Ritchie has made record- 
ings of more than 100 ballads and 
folk songs. 

She was awarded a Fulbright 
Scholarship in 1951 to study songs 
in Britain and Ireland. While in 
Furope she sang at the annual folk 
festival in London's Albert Hall. 

Scott was recently honored by 
the Museum of Modern Art with 
the presentation of an "all Tom 
Scott" concert played by a group 
of strings and a few added instru- 
ments.

The Judiciary Committee of the 
Student Government Association 
has requested that all new students 
familiarize themselves with the 
parking rules on campus as they 
affect students. Copies of the rules 
may be picked up in the dean ox 
men's office. 

Leslie Morris, chairman of the 
committee, has emphasized a num- 
ber of points which students may 
not understand concerning the 
rules. 

1. It is urged that late registrants 
who did not have an opportunity 
to register their cars or apply for 
parking permits do so immediately 
with the SGA secretary, office of 
the dean of men. 

2. CUM are registered for one 
semester only; students who have 

, not re-registered their cars must 
do'so as soon as possible. 

Students who registered their 
I9M license tags must inform the 
BOA secretary when 1955 licenses 
are obtained. 

4. Only applicants who have been 
granted permits will be notified. 
Individuals must assume they have 
been denied a permit unless noti- 
fied by mail. 

5. Parking tickets are not $1 
each, but $2 for the third and 
fourth, and $5 for each ticket 
thereafter. 

Morris noted that numerous con- 
struction jobs have decreased al- 
ready limited parking facilities and 
urged continued student co-opera- 
tion.
